Dear Bob, 

Since we spoke X learned I have phlebitis, been hospitalized, returned house and 
have completed the printing of POST MORTEM, a fow documents from the appendix of which 
I showed you. The book is being trucked here. I received two copies by airmail yesterday. 

Tharetas a meeting with Senator Sahweiker and hia legal counsel, Dave MarBton. 

I liked them both, found the meeting encouraging, and since then have boon disappointed, 
as I hear the flapping of the wings of the wild geese. 

When I 3 poak like this and will tell you more, do ponding on how long I can 

hold up to being spread-eagled around a typewriter table because both legs must bo 
elevated, I supposed that except for what you fuel Mac might want to know X ask that 
this be confidential. I recognize Mao's position and understahd, agree with it and 
regret that this is the way things aro. She situation gave him no real choice. How- 
ever, I also owe you straightforwardness. 

I met with Schweiker and liars ton the day I had to go to the doctor. Both were 

very kind. Dave, in fact, drove me to the doctor because- by then I was having considerable 

discomfort getting around. Vie spent the morning together, the three of us alone, until 
the doctor would have been at lunch if I did not get to him promptly. I begum by telling 
Schweiker that if he had not heard I have a reputation for bluntneos, I hope he could 
understand that I felt X owed, him no less. Ho thanked me and at one point presented 
four theories he holds and asked me to shoot them down, (i did.) When I left I was 
muohn encouraged. I believed Schweiker had changed hie approach to the one I suggested. 

He assured me that he would protect what I told him of .Mpjctgffi so it could appear 
in context and that he would be in touch with fco again soon, either coming to my homo 
or sending transportation to bring mo to him. 

Physically X was not able to go through mjt files for documents to show him but 
X had a few duplicates of the things I showed you, unfiled, and 7. took them. He seemed 
to be impressed. X told him enough ot the rest. 

When I had to go to the hospital X informed Karstoa in advance. In order to be 
able to talk freely I paid what I could ill/afford, the difference for a private room. 

I let Marstaa know the dial-direct number. 1 let him know when I cams homo. I've had 
no word from the*. I did hear yesterday that they have Mark Lane chasing after some- 
thing in either Mississippi or Tennessee, My source, told by Land's people, did not 
foejembor which# 

While I cannot and do not lay claim to gr^tor wisdom or understanding than, 
others, including Senators, I have spent more time on this subject than anyone else. 

1 have spent much time t hinkin g of what can and cannot succeed and I have a long history 
of having to try to undo the* harm done by those who vary from nuts to solf-seckera 
and publicity hunters not a few of whom consider hurting the government in itself a 
worthwhile end. Prom my thinking, my factual knowledge and these painful experiences 
x have reached conclusions more firmly validated by each bit of gimmickry, each cheap 
shot, each uninformed, out-pf-context effort the motivations of corns of which 1 have 
no doubt about# 



My recommendation was that the subcoumittee restrict itself to laying a solid 
basi3 for the need of a thorough investigation, the kind of basis a lawyer would use 
in court and that l n wyers could not quibble about. X offered the belief that the con- 
tinued chasing of conspiracy theories would further alienato {Members and the major 
media, already turned off by so ouch utter nonsense and irresponsibility. 1 suggested 
rhatx there naa been a conscious and successful administration effort to divert the 
committee from its very important central function and± tint any real investigation of 
the JfK assassination could not be made by an ovcrlaoded committee whose remaining 
life was so short. I said that if Senators were interested in my opinion, I would hope 
that this committee would reaommendi chat after it completes its present task it be 
continued as the committee to do the added investigation. Ky reasons included the 
knowledge the Members and staff acquired during lie present work. Cnee a solid basis 
for an investigation was laid, I suggested, the pooltions of all the Mejaberss who 
favored it would be secure and thefe hangups of the major media would have been addressed. 
I also presented the other aide, that asking Members to take a position based on what 
at best is theorizing was unfair to those limbers. When 1 left I was under the impres- 
sion Scbweiker was in oomplate aooord and that he would thereafter take this approach. 

1 told him tho approximate printing schedule of the book, offered him aeoeas to the 
proofs and a clear xerox ot the appendix, and i really did expect tbsae documents to 
be examined. 

t ■*ba next week dchvjcikor wsc in hin district. 1 hoard radio news re ports in which 

he was quoted aa saying ha was following three possible conspiracy theories. At first 
I felt this might bo wliat lie regarded as political widsom, what would get headlines 
and build support. I no longer believe this. 

Ha had outlined four cpnspiracy-thoory approaches to as. After ha finished with 
thorn I told then that all four cose from my work but in a different context. I did not 
suggest that those were actual or suocosoful conspiracies. Xy approach was "is this the 
way to investigate the acenasination of a President, leading all thin and more uninvosti- 
gatsdi X tojd him that while I still boliove each of those at aorao point should be 
investigated, individually or collectively they were not a beginning point. X told him 
there was current relevance in some of this (avoiding apecrifying it not to tempt him into 
other headlines without oubotcnca) and that after there was a solid basis for an investi- 
gation .and agreement on it X had much on this and other aspects X would be glad to 
make available, Aa politely as I could - and he seemed to appreciate it and not be 
in any way ofxended or resentful - I also suggested that without giving Members an 
absolutely firs factual case it would bs asking too much of them to ask them to sup- 
port a full investigation. X repeated that restricted to what would be essential evi- 
dence in any real homicide investigation I bad and would give him n aulid, irrefutable 
and documented case. (I have prepared Senate hearings entirely alone in tho past, X 
have prepared evid-noo for court oases, I have other relevant experience, and Z did 
bave^ tills book read by a lawyer whoso work is reading manuscripts for major publishers. 

I tcxleva --hiit ijr rasitriotod to thin central ovidince, the case as it stands in my 
work i3 entirely irrefutable and cries out for investigation.) 

What I also said and believe is that what is most important today i 3 that there 
not bo further scapegoating or seizing upon minor angles and that no effort be made to 
pillory any one agency. Z believe that today the right bourse is to bogin with an exami- 
nation of how the executive agencies worked. (Ultimately I would like to see thin 
expanded into a study of the presidential misuse of presidential commissions.) 

Of course Af Schweiner should ask help of an and I can give it X will. I believe 
he is agin bedded with those I regard aa Irresponsible* and soli -promo tors. But I will 
not have anything to do with tnoae people or any approach 1 regard as iiTeasonsible 
or not lively to succeed.
